T H E A R M A D A ’S D E F E A T 
On Au g. 8, 1588, the Spanish A r­ 
mada, a powerfu l fleet equ ipped 
by Philip II of Spain for the con­ 
q u est of England, was completely 
destroyed off Gravesllnes, England, 
by the British fleet. 
Philip’s pu rpose in sending the 
A rm ada was three-fold: 
to su p­ 
press 
English 
Protestantism , 
to 
stop English piracy in Sou th A m er­ 
ica, and to prevent English aid 
from reaching the rebelliou s N eth­ 
erlander» . 
The fleet itself, which consisted 
of 131 vessels, was considerably 
weakened by storu m on its trip 
from Lisbon to England.

T H E ARM AD A’S D E FEA T 


On Aug. 8, 1588, the Spanish A r­ 
m ada, a pow erful fleet equipped 
by Philip II of Spain fo r the con­ 
quest of England, w as com pletely 
destroyed off G raveside*, England, 
by th e B ritish fleet. 
P hilip's purpose in sending the 
A rm ada w as three-fold: 
to su p ­ 
press

P ro testan tism ,

stop E nglish piracy In South A m er­ 
ica, and to prevent E nglish ald 
from reaching the rebellious N eth­ 
erlander». 
The fleet itself, which consisted 
of 131
